AS MOTHER PRAYS

NEW YORK, May 13.—Roy Her- 


bert Sloane, whose brilliance as a 
scholar when he was a boy prodi- 
gy at Carnegie Tech and Colum- 
bia University, seemed to presage 
a successful career, was myster- 
iously shot to death today as fie 
was entering or leaving- the Mad 
Dot club, an alleged speakeasy.
